II.  arfrisMajfcftfe  according  to  the  LaudableEx- 
ample  of  His  Roy?  11  Father  of  fappy  Memory,  may  be 
pleafed  to  Swe^r  and  Sign  the  late  Solemn  League  and 
Coven:  .it-  And  that  an  Ad  of  Parliament  be  palled  in 
both  Kingdoms  refpeftively,  for  injoyning  the  taking 
thereof  by  al!  the  Sibjeds  of  the  three  Kingdoms  5  And 
the  Ordinances  concerning  the  manner  of  taking  the 
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fame  in  both  Kingdoras,be  confirmed  "by  Ads  of  Parlia- 
ment refpeftively,  with  fuch  penalties  as  by  mutual! 
advice  of  both  Kingdoms  BlaH  be  agreed  upon. 

III.  That  the  Bill  be  paffed  for  the  utter  abolifoing  and 
raking  away  of  all  Archbifhops,  B'foops,  their  Chancel- 
lors and  Commiffaries,  Deans  and  Subdeans,  Deans  and 
Chapters,  Archdeacons,Canons  and  Prebendaries,and  all 
Chanters,  Chancellors,Treafurers,Subtreafurers,Succen- 
ters  and  Sacrifts,  and  all  Vicars  Chorall,  and  Chorifters,, 
Old-Vicars  and  New- Vicars  ©f  any  Cathedrall  or  Col- 
legiate Church,  and  all  other  their  under  Officers,  out  of 
the  Church  of  England  and  Dominion  of  Walesyznd  Out 
of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  with  fnch  Alterations  concern- 
ing the  Eftates  of  Prclats,  as  ibal!  asree  with  the  Articles  - 
of  the  late  Treaty,  of  the  Date  ac  idtyj  burgh,  tp.Nwewb. 
1643.  and  joynt  Declaration  of  b^th  Kingdoms. 

IV.  That  the  Ordinances  concert  ig  the  calling  and 
fitting  of  the  Alterably  of  Divines,  be  confirmed  by  Ad: 
of  Parliament. 

V.  That  Reformation  of  Religion  according  to  the 
Covenant,  be  fettled  by  Aft  of  Parliament,  in  fuch  man- 
ner as  both  Houfesflnll  iagree  upon,  after  Confutation 
had  with  the  Alfembly  of  Divines:  And  forafmuchas 
both  Kingdoms  are  mutually  obliged  by  rhc  fame  Cove- 
nant, to  indeavor  the  ne^reft  Conjun&ion  and  Vnifor- 
mity  in  matters  of  Keiigion^  that  fuch  Vnity  and  Vnifer- 
mity  in  Religion  according  to  the  Covenant,  as  after 
Confultadon  had  wkh  the  Divines  of  both  Kingdoms 
now  AfTembled,  fhallbe  jointly  agreed  upon  by  both 
Houfes  of  the  Parliament  of  England,  and  by  the  Church 
and  Kingdom  of  Smlandy  beconfirmed  by  Ails  of  Par- 
liament of  both  Kin-gdoms  refpedively, 

VI.  That  for  the  more  effe&uall  diiabling  Iefukcs, 
^fefis^  Papifts,and  Popifli  Recu&ncs  from  ciifturbing 
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the  State,  and  deluding  the  Laws  ?  and  for  the  better  dif-  ' 
covering  and  fpeedy  convi&ion  of  Rccufants  •  An  Oath 
be  eftablifhed  by  Aft  of  Parliament  to  be  adminiftred 
to  them ,  wherein  they  fhall  abjure  and  renounce  the 
Popes  Supremacy,  the  Doftrine  of  Tranfubftantiation, 
Pt?rgatory,Worfhipping  of  the  Confecrnted  Hoaft,  Cru- 
cifixes and  Images, and  all  otherPopifh  Superftitions  and 
Errors:  And  refufing  the  faid  Oath,  being  tendered  in 
fuch  manner  as  (hall  be  appointed  by  the  hid  Ad,  to  be 
a  fufficient  Convidtion  in  Law  of  Rccufancy. 

VII-  An  Aft  of  Parliament  for  Education  of  the  Chil- 
dren of  Papifts,  by  Proteflants  in  the  Proteftant  Religion. 

VIII.  An  A<5i  forthe  trueLeavyof  the  penalties  a- 
gainft  them,  which  penalties  to  be  Lcavied  and  difpofed 
in  fuch  manner  as  both  Houfes  fhall  agree  on,  wherein  to 
be  Provided  that  His  Majefty  (hall  have  no  loffc. 

IX.  That  an  Aft  be  parted  in  Parliament,  whereby 
the  praj&ifes  of  Papifts  againft  the  State  may  be  preven- 
ted, and  the  Laws  againft  them  duly  executed ,  and  a 
ftri&er  courfe  taken  to  prevent  the  faying  or  hearing  of 
Mafle  in  the  Court,  or  any  other  part  of  this  Kingdom. 

X.  The  like  for  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  concerning 
the  four  laft  preceding  Proportions,  in  fnch  manner  as 
the  Eftatcs  of  Parliament  there  fhall  think  fit. 

XI.  That  the  King  do  give  His  Royall  aflent  to  an  A£t 
for  the  due  Observation  of  the  Lords-day. 

And  to  the  Bill  for  the  fuppreflion  of  Innovations  in 
Churches  and  Chappels,  in  and  about  the  Worfhip  of 
God,  &c.  and  forthe  better  advancement  of  the  Preach- 
ing of  Gods  holy  Word  in  all  parts  of  this  Kingdom. 

And  to  the  Bill  againft  the  injoying  of  Pluralities  of 
Benefices  by  Spirituall  perfons,  and  iVw-refidency. 

And  to  an  Aft  to  be  framed  and  agreed  upon  by  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament,  forthe  Reforming  and  Regulating 
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of  both  Univerfities,  of  the  Colledges  of  Wejiminjler, 
Winchejler  and  Mton. 

And  to  an  A <ft  in  like  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  for  the 
fuppreiTion  of  Interludes  and  Stage- playcs,  this  Act  to 
be  perpctualL 

And  to  an  Act  for  the  takmg'of  the  Accompts  of  the 
Kingdom. 

And  to  an  Aft  to  be  made  tor  relief  of  fick  and  maimed 
Souldiers, md  of  poor  widows  and  children  of  Souldiers. 

And  to  fuch  Ad  or  Acts  for  raifing  of  Moneys  for  the 
payment  and  fuisfying  of  the  publique  Debts  and  Dam- 
ages of  the  Kingdom,  and  other  publ;quc  ufes,  a-s  fhall 
hereafter  be  agreed  on  by  both  Homes  of  Parliament. 

And  to  an  Ad  or  Ads  of  Parliament,  for  taking  away 
the  Court  of  Wards  and  Liveries,  and  all  W^idn>ips>Li- 
yeiies,  Primer  Seifins,  and  Ouftre  U  Maims,  and  all  other 
charges  incident  or  ariiing  for  or  by  reafon  of  Wardfhip, 
Livery7,  Primer  Seifin  or  On(tre  le  Maine  •  And  for  the  ta-. 
king  away  of  all  Tenures  bv  Homage,  and  all  Fines,  Li- 
cences, Seizures  and  Pardons  for  Alienation,  and  all 
other  charges  incident  thereunto,  and  for  turning  of  all 
Tenures  by  Knights  fervice,  either  of  His  Majefty  or 
others,  or  by  Knights  fervice  or  Soccage  in  cafite  of  His 
Majeftyinto  free  and  common  Soccage  And  that  His 
Majefty  will  pleafe  to  accept  in  recompence  hereof,  One 
hundred  thoufand  pounds  per  Annum. 

And  give  aiTurance  of  His  confenting  in  the  Parliament 
of  Scotland,  to  an  Act  ratifying  the  Ads  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Eil:atcs  of  Scotland,  called  by  th«  Councell  and 
Confervators  of  Peace,  and  the  Commiflfioners  for  the 
common  Burthens,  and  aflembled  the  22.  day  of  June, 
1643.  and  feverall  times  continued  fi  nee  in  fuch  manner^ 
and  wuh  fuch  additions  and  other  Ads,  as  the  Eftates 
convened  in  this  prefent  Parliament  flul  think  convenient.

XII.  That  an  A  (ft  be  paffcd  in  the  Parliaments  of  both 
Kingdoms  refpc&ivcly,  for  confirmation  of  the  Treaties 
paffed  betwixt  the  two  Kingdoms,  vi\.  The  large  Trea- 
ty, the  late  Treaty  for  the  coming  of  the  Scots  Army 
into  £ngland%  and  the  fettling  of  the  Garrifonof  Berwick 
of  the  2Q.  of  Novernb.  1643.  and  the  Treaty  concerning 
Inland,  of  the  6.  of  Auguft,  1642.  with  all  other  Ordi- 
nances and  proceedings  pafled  betwixt  the  two  King-* 
doms,  in  purfuance  of  the  faid  Treaties. 

XIII.  Th3t  an  Aft  of  Parliament  bepafTed  to  make 
void  the  Ceflati^n  of  Ireland,  and  all  Treaties  with  the

doms bear  Any  off.ee  or  have  An)  Implement  concerning  the  State 
or  Common-wealth And  alfo  that  the  Members  of  either  Houf* 
of  Parliament,  who  have  deferted  the  Parliament  Andadhea- 
red  to  the  Enemies  thereof  And  have  not  rendred  themfelves  be- 
fore  the  laft  <0<5tober  1644,  May  be  removtd  from  his 
Ma\eflies  Councclls,  And  be  refrained from  cemming  within  the 
Uerge  of  the  Court,  and  that  they  may  not  without  the  Advice 
and  Confent  of  bothHoufes  of  Parliament  bear  any  office  or  havt 
any  Implement  concerning  the  St  Ate  or  Common  rnlath:  And  in 
cafe  any  of  them  fhall  of  end  thereinto  be  guilty  of  high  T uafon% 
and  incapable  of  Any  pardon  by  his  MajcBy^  And  their  Elates  to 
be  dtfpojed  as  both  Houfes  ofParltamem  in  &  gland,  or  the  E- 
flAtes  of  the  Parliament  in  Scotland  refptftivtly  (halt  thwk  fit.

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$f  fiiiiMUMitr'Qffeetmtfdsthe  La\v{Common  or  Civ  iU)  And 
that  dSergtmt&oiinctlkYSyAtfd  Attornies(Datfor$ \  Advocates^ 
atd  Prociws)9fikeLaw{Cowmon  er  Civil)who  have  deferted  the 
Parliament  and  adhered  to  theEnemies  thereof Jbe  made  incapable 
of  any  Praclife  in  the  Lw  {Common  or  Civill)  either  in  publike 
or  in  private,  And  that  they ^  and  likemfe  all  Bijlwps^  Clergie- 
men^md  other  Ecclefiaftical  Perfons&fa  have  deferted  the  Par- 
liament, and  adhered  to  the  Enemies  thereof,  fiall  not  be  capable 
of  any  preferment  or  Impkyment  in  Church  or  Commonwealth „ 
without  the  advice  and  confent  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament.

XVII.  An  A<3  for  the  fctling  of  all  Forces  by  Sea 
and  Land,  in  Commiflioners,  to  be  nominated  by  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament ,  of  perfons  of  known  integrity, 
and  fuch  as,  both  Kingdoms  may  Confide  in  for  their 
faithfulncffe  to  Religion  and  Peace  of  the  Kingdoms ;

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of  thej  are  Subjects,  And  that  inthofe  csfts  of jojrn  conard- 
mem  to  both  Kingdoms,  the  Commif  toners  to  6c  directed,  to  be 
there  *ll,or  fuck  part  as  afore f aid, to  dtf  and  direct  as jojto  Com- 
miners  of  bot  h  Kingdomes* 

4.  To  order  the  War  of  Ireland,  according  to  the  Ordinance 
of  the  11.  o/Aprill,  and  to  Order  the  CMtlitia,  and  confer  v$ 
thePnceofthtKingdomc  */*  Ireland. 

X  V  1 1 1.  That  His  Majeftie  give  his  AfTent  to  what 
the  two  Kingdoms  (hi!  agree  upon,tn  profecution  of  the 
Articles  of  the  large  Treaty,  which  are  not  yet  finiflied. 

X  I  X.  That  by  Aft-  of  Parliament  all  Peers  made 
fince  the  day  that  Edward  Lord  Littktony  then  Lord  Kee- 
per of  the  Great  Seal,  deferted  the  Parliament,  and  that 
the  faid  Great  Seal  was  furreptitioufly  conveyed  away 
from  die  Parliament,  being  the  21  day  of  May,i6+i. 
and  who  (hall  be  hereafter  made  ,  friall  not  fit  or  vote  in 
the  Parliament  of  England  ,  without  confent  of  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament.  And  that  all  Honour  and  Tide 
conferred  on  any  5  without  confent  of  both  Houfes  of 
Parliament,  fince  the  10  day  of  May,  1642.  being  the 
day  that  both  Houfes  declared5That  the  King,  feduced 
by  evil  Counfel,  intended  to  wife  War  againft  the  Par- 
liament, be  declared  null  and  void.

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Keeper,  Lord  Treafurer ,  Gommifllcmers  of  the  Great 
Seal  orTreafury  ,  Lord  Warden  of  the  Cinque-Ports, 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  Dutchy,  Secretary  of 
State,  Judges  of  both  Benches,and  of  the  Exchequer  of 
the  Kingdoms  of  England  and  Ireland,  be  nominated  by 
both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  to  continue  guam  din  bene  ft 
gctferint  •  and,  in  the  Intervals  of  Parliament ,  by  the  a- 
forementioned  Commiffioncrs  •  to  be  approved  ordif- 
allowed  by  both  Houfes,  at  their  next  Sitting. 

The  like  for  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland  J  adding  the  Ju- 
fticeGenerall,  and  in  firth  manner  as  the  Eftates  in  Par- 
liament there  fhall  think  fit. 

XXL  That  by  Ad  of  Parliament  the  Education  of 
Your  Majefties  Children  ,  and zthe  Children  of  your 
Heirsand  Succeffours,  be  in  the  true  Proteftant  Religi- 
on \  and  that  their  Tutours  and  Governours  be  of 
known  Integrity,  and  be  chofen  by  the  Parliaments  of 
both  Kingdoms,  or,  in  the  Intervals  of  Parliament ,  by 
the  aforenamed  Commiflioners  $  to  be  approved  or 
difallowed  by  both  Parliaments ,  at  their  next  Sitting  : 
And  that,  if  they  be  Male,  chey  be  married  to  fuch  one- 
ly  as  are  of  the  true  Proteftant  Religion ;  if  they  be  Fe- 
male, they  may  not  be  married  but  with  the  Advice  and 
Confent  of  both  Parliaments,  or,  in  the  Intervals  of 
Parliaments,  by  their  Commilfioners. 

XXII.  That  Your  Majeftie  will  give  Your  Royall 
Aflentto  fuch  ways  and  means  as  the  Parliaments  of 
both  Kingdoms  (hall  think  fitting,  for  the  uniting  of  the 
Proteftant  Princes  ^  and  for  the  entire  Reftitution  and 
Reeftabliftimenc  of  Charts  Lodswkk  Prince  Ele&or  Pala-r 
tine,his  Heirs  and  SuccefTors,  to  his  Eleclorall  Dignity^ 
•Rights  and  Dominions.  Provided,  that  this  extend  not 
to  Prince  Ruprty  or  Prince  CMauricey  or  the  Children  of 
either  of  them,  who  have  been  the  Inftchrnents/of  fo

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much  Bloodftied  and  Mifchief  againft  both  Kingdom*;' 

XXIII-  That  by  A6i  of  Parlfaificnttbti'cfoncluding 
of  Peace  or  War  tyith  forreign  Princes  and  States,  be 
with  Advice  and  Confent  of  both  Parliaments  ,  or,  in 
the  Intervals  of  Parliaments,  by  their  Commiffioners. 

X  X  1 1 1 1.  That  an  Aft  of  Oblivion  be  patted  in  the 
Parliaments  of  both  Kingdoms  refpedHvely,  relative  to 
the  Qualifications  in  the  Propofition  aforefaid,  concer- 
ning the  joynt  Peclaration  of  both  Kingdoms,  with  the 
exception  of  all  Murderers,  Thieves  ,  and  other  Offcn7 
ders,  not  having  relation  to  the  War. 

XXV.  That  the  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  Parli- 
ament, or  others  ,  who  have,  during  this  Parliament, 
been  put  out  of  any  Place  or  Office,  Penfion  or  Benefit, 
for  adhering  to  the  Parliament,  may  either  be  reftored 
thereunto  ,  or  otherwife  have  Recompence  for  the  fame, 
upon  the  humble  Defirc  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament, 

The  like  for  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland. 

XXVI.  That  the  Armies  may  be  disbanded  at  inch 
time,  and  in  fuch  manner,  as  {hall  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Parliaments  of  both  Kingdoms,  or  fuch  as  (hall  be  au- 
thorized by  them  to  that  efifeft. 

That  an  Ad  be  paffed  for  the  granting  and  con- 
firming of  the  Charters  ,  Cuftoms ,  Liberties  and 
Franchifesof  the  City  of  London,  notvvithftanding  any 
Nonufer,  Mifufer,  or  Abufer. 

That  the  Militia  of  the  Citieof  London  may  be  in 
the  Ordering. and  Government  of  the  Lord  Mator ,  Al- 
dermen and  Commons  in  Common- Counsel!  a/Tern  - 
Med,  or  fuch  as  they  {hall  from  rime  to  time  appoint  % 
.vhcreof  the  Lord  Maior  and  Sheriffs  for  the  time  being 
to  be  three.  And  that  the  ^Militi&  of  the  Pariflies  with- 
out London  and  the  Liberties^  within  the  weekly  Bills  of 
Mortality,  may  be  under  the  poixiteand  of  the  Lord 
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Maior,  Aldermen  and  Commons  in  ComiTOn-Counccl 

of  the  fard  Citie,to  be  ordered  in  fuch  manner  as  (hall  be 

agreed  on  and  appointed  by  both  Houles  of  Parliament* 
That  the  Tower  of  LowU*  may  be  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  t*e  Cicy  of  London  ^  and  the  chief  Officer 
and  Governour  thereof  from  time  to  time  be  nomiaa- 
ted  and  removeable  by  the  Comraon-Councei. 
That  the  Citizens  or  forces  of  Londtn  flial  not  be  drawn 
out  of  the  City  into  any  other  parts  of  the  Kingdom, 
vnthout  their  own  confen^and  tnat  the  drawing  of  their 
forces  into  other  parts  of  the  Kingdom  in  thefe  diftraft- 
cd  times,  may  not  be  drawn  into  example  for  the  future. 

And  for  prevention  of  Inconveniencies  which  may 
happen  by  the  long  intcrmiflion  of  Coramon-Councels, 
It  is  defired  that  there  may  be  an  Aft ,  That  all  Bylawes 
and  Ordinances  already  made ,  or  hereafter  to  be  made, 
by  the  Lord  Maior ,  Aldermen  and  Commons  in  Com- 
mon- Councel  afferabled,  touching  the  Calling,  Conti- 
nuing, Direfting  and  Regulating  the  fame,  (hall  be  as 
efftftuall  in  Law ,  to  all  intents  and  purpofes ,  as  if  the 
fame  were  particularly  enafted  by  the  Authority  of  Par- 
liament  and  that  the  Lord  Maior,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
mons in  Common- Councel,  mayadde  to,  or  repeal  the 
faid  Ordinances  from  time  to  time,as  they  (hal  fee  caufe. 

That  fuch  other  Propofitions  as  (hall  be  made  for  the 
Citie>  for  their  further  fafety,  welfare  and  Government, 
and  fhall  be  approved  of  by  both  Houfes  of  Parliament, 
may  be  Granted  and  Confirmed  by  Aft  of  Parliament. 

Noto  therefore  humbly  befeech  jour  Afajefty  to  grant  thefe 
Propofitions  whkh  are  pretexted  for  the  Peace  and  P Mike-good  of 
Tour  Kingdomes.  <dnd  as  Vee  therein,  according  to  our  Truft  and 
Duty,  have  regard  f  The  Glory  ofGOD9The  Quiet  and  fVell- 
fare  of  Tour  People,  So  (ball  tpo  really  endeavour ,  That  Tour  Ma- 
jefiy  may  live  in  the  Splendor  and  Glory  of  Tour  RoyaU  Progenitors, 
and  Vpkkb  befeemetb  Tour  Roy  all  Place  and  Dignity. 
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
